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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In the final Office action (08/23/2007), claims 4 and 5 were indicated allowable "if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim* and any intervening claims" (paragraph 8, emphasis added). Claim 4, if amended as 
proposed, would not include all of the limitations of the base claim. Specifically, the limitations "A(a) a core consisting essentailly of a 
substantially transparent or metallically reflecting material and A(b) at least one coating consisting essentailly of one or more silicon 
oxides" is not recited. As such, the scope of claim 4, if amended as proposed, is not identical to that of previously-pending claim 4 and 
requires further consideration to determine its patentability.
